And, even if ten members were re- 
called under the present circumstances in this 
province, nothing but such action by the Opposi- 
tion could force an election 

The authors of the recall legislation in this 
province seemed to recognize they were putting 
a fifth wheel on, the coach, one that could be of 
no practical use and might become a nuisance. 
For they made the requirements for recall so 
difficult as to practically destroy its effective- 
ness. That 66 per cent of the electors in any 
constituency could ever be got to Sign a 
petition demanding the resignation of their 
member is so highly improbable as to be believ- 
able only if it happens. If that ever did happen 
it would denote a condition of things which 
could not be supposed to prevail generally over 
the province, and would in any = event 
accomplish nothing more than vacating one seat 
and causing a by-election. 

Three former legislatures of the province 
pondered the recall proposal, and in the wisdom 
of second thought decided it was not required 
and would be more prolific of turmoil and 
guerilla warfare than publicly useful. The pres- 
ent law-makers, in the first flush of legislative 
enthusiasm, translated the proposal into law, 
but sought to hedge against misuse by making 
its use all but impossible. They appear to have 
now come to the conclusien that their prede- 
cessors were right and that a recall system is 
only desirable so long as nobody tries to make it 
work. 

The best thing the legislature can do is to 
make courage its guide and throw the recall 
legislation into the waste basket. When they 
say the legislation cannot be brought into use 
without doing something that is improper or 
should not be done, they condemn it in the 
strongest possible terms. 


TIME TO DO SOMETHING 

Major Herridge, our former Minister at 
Washington, predicts that unless capitalism is 
revised ai.d humanized, fascism will take charge 
in Canada. He is probably right, almost cer- 
tainly so, unless socialism or communism beats 
it to the scratch. Capital has been grabbing 
more than its fair share of the’ proceeds of pro- 
duction and trade; through excess profits, dis- 
honest stock manipulations, and exorbitant in- 
terest rates. But its crowning act of rapacious 
folly was the demand all through the years of 
the nation’s agony that, whatever other inter- 
ests might suffer, capital must be treated as a 
favored participant in the industrial and com- 
mercial functions. Prices went to pieces and 
wages crumbied, but capital demanded the same 
number of dollars be paid as rental on loans as 
in the days when prices and wages were high. 

That simply could not be done. Hence the 
repudiation of money contracts, moratoriums, 
compulsory debt adjustments, arbitrary reduc- 
tions of interest rates, lost prestige of financial 
institutions everywhere, and a Social Credit 
Government in Alberta. And, as protests and de- 
fence measures against the same inconsiderate 
grasping, minimum wage laws, strikes and 
threats of strikes. If whom the gods would de- 


stroy they first make mad, the directors of 
Canada’s finance would do well to examine the 
record for evidence of their own sanity. They 


have ridden the country into virtual bankruptcy 
and ntellectual revolt What restorative 
measures have they to propose, and what guar- 
antees to offer as to the future? 

Canadians in general abhor alike fascism and 
Communism. Are they to be driven to the point 
where they will also abhor capitalism?

MR. HULL'S “STIFF” NOTE 
By LUDWIG LORE 


On Monday America, Britain, France and 
Germany protested in Tokyo against the un- 
restricted bombing of Nanking or any other 


great city. On Wednesday fifty Japanese bomb- 
ing pianes swooped over China’s capital killing 


“about two hundred Chinese civilians. The same 


friendly manoeuver was repeated over Canton: 
the most southern Chinese city of importance, 
and left three hundred dead on her streets. 


Last Friday the Japanese army command 
notified the embassies located in Nanking of a 
coming air raid and advised all diplomatic rep- 
resentatives to leave the city. London and Paris 
did not heed the warning, instructing their 
ambassadors to remain within the legation 
buildings. Washington, however, decided to 
withdraw the American Embassy from Nanking 
to a point eleven miles down the river. 

This was in accord with Mr. Hull's “peace at 
any price” policy. But this time the Secretary 
of State went too far and was forced by China's 
protests to instruct Mr. Johnson to return to the 
Chinese capital. Nanking regarded the with- 
drawal as an unfriendiy act. 

“It is inconceivable to us,” said Mr, Quo Tai- 
chi, Chinese Minister to London. “We find it 
hard to reconcile it with our conception of a 
great and friendly Power. China under- 
stands that after the disillusionments of the past 
year the United States Should seek to avoid 
getting involved in armed conflicts whenever 
possible. But the withdrawal of the American 
Embassy at Nanking, apparently at intimidation 
of the Japanese, goes much further than this. We 
suggest that the flight looks like submission to 
dictation.” 


League Discouraged 

The bitter and accusing words of the Chinese 
diplomat expressed the feelings of the League 
of Nations, which is stil] in session in Geneva. 
Edgar Ansel Mowrer voiced the disappointment 
of the League delegates in a cable to the Chicago 
Daily News: 

“Just when nations at Geneva were 
feeling happy that—however circumscribed by 
his instructions—the American Minister at 
Berne would attend the advisory committee 
meetings on the Chinese situation; just when 
Australian Delegate Bruce had suggested to the 
Assembly that Article XI of the covenant was 
so loose that under its procedure the Americans 
might even consent to ‘consult’ with the League 
concerning China, the news of the withdrawal of 
the American Ambassador from Nanking under 
the Japanese threat recalls to Geneva the fact 
that something is occurring in the U.S.A. which 
is incomprehensible to outsiders as well as to 
many Americans. With the receipt of this news 
virtually all hope of any serious American co- 


the 


operation with the League Powers has 
vanished.” 
It is being said that the return of the 


American Ambassador was the result of repre- 
sentations from London. I believe, however, that 
the whole unfortunate performance was the re- 
sult of our misguided policy of neutrality, which 
is trying to keep the United States out of the Far 
East fracas. 

A damaging impression of weakness has been 
created. The Japanese feel they can spit in the 
faces of the disunited Powers, and the European 
nations, who were just getting ready for 
energetic action against the Asiatic aggressor, 
have become discoureged and see the useless- 
ness of further gestures of strength 

Meanwhile, Mr. Cordell Hull has sent an- 
other, this time “stiff,” note to the Tokyo Goy- 
ernment protesting against the bombing of 
Nanking and Canton and the suggestion of 
Japanese military authorities that Americans 
withdraw from Nanking. The genilemen in the 
Tokyo Cabinet will not be greatly disturbed by 
threats coming from such avowed pacifists 
Determined Words... 

M. Yvon Delbos, French Foreign Minister, 
has just made demands on Italy which Mussolini 
will not grant. I] Duce will either withdraw all 
his “volunteers” from Spain or stop sending 
fresh troops to Franco. Nevertheless: the fact 
that France insisted on the troop withdrawals 
shows that Paris is picking up courage.

He had also 
declined to send a representative to the League 
session, but thought better of it and at the 
twelfth hour delegated Mr. Renato Bova-Scoppa 
to Geneva, who bargained hard for Italian parity 


in the Nyon anti-“piracy” agreement with M. 
Delbos. Without great success, however, for the 
French Foreign Minister informed him that 
Rome would ha to be satisfied with less

over” once more.

Civilization needs to do more than merely 
stand aghast before the hydrophobic horrors 
that militarist Japan is inflicting on the helpless 
masses of China herded in the great cities. No 


matter how poor, how innocent, how helpless, 
without regard to age or sex or station, fascist 
Japan has set itself to bomb these people out of 
existence under the pretence of pacifying 
pacifist China. Save for the brutal thuggery that 
marked fascist Italy's rape of Ethiopia, nothing 
in modern times has been seen to equal the in- 
human horrors and callous iniquities of Japan's 
attempt to steel an Empire in north China and 
enslave its people. 


No cruel farce of blessing in Christ's name 
the bombers and battalions sent to murder, has 
marked the attempted rape of China; the 
nearest fascist Japan has come to invoke the 
mantle of piety is to affect that this wholesale 
murder by lend and air and sea is not war, but 
merely a pacifist duty.

United States has indicated desire to with- 
draw its nationals from the bombarded areas, so 
as to avoid being brought into clash with Japan. 
As the wholesale murderings have been con- 
ducted without declaration of war, it will not 
invoke the Neutrality Act. Some of its best 
citizens are pointing out that the imposition of 
the Neutrality Act would deprive United States 
of trade and profits. They point to the ineffec- 
tiveness of the League of Nations’ sanctions 
against Italy—rendered ineffective because 
United States insisted on keeping Mussolini 
supplied with oil for his mechanized war—as 
proof of the impossibility of staying slaughter in 
China by merely ceasing to supply Japan with 
the means of slaughter. 

Canada is in the same plight as United States 
Every ship that leaves Vancouver for Japan 
carries munitions to assist in the rape of China. 
All the zine and lead from the Trail smelter goes 
to Japan. The entire output of the B.C. Nickel 
Company is contracted for Japan. Shipments go 
there from the International Nickel Company 
along with shipments of scrap iron and copper 
bars from Canada. 

To stay the slaughter by holding up cargoes 
of war metals would reduce the dividends from 
many of our strongest Canadian companies listed 
en the Toronto Stock Exchange. It would be very 
nice to prevent to some degree, the killing of 
these innocent non-combatants in China, if it 
could be done without sacrifice of war-profits 
to shareholders. 

Alas, one cannot serve God and Mammon. 
After all, the big money is in war supplies at a 
time like the present.

The longshoremen of New Zealand have 
supplied a technique that workingmen all over 
the western world should follow. They have 
refused to load a steamer with a cargo of scrap- 
iron for Japan. If longshoremen everywhere will 
refuse to load war materials for Japan, Japan 
will have to husband her accumuleted stocks. 
That will compel a reduction in air raids, 
bombardments and cause an actual shortage in 
the supply of bombs 

The action of these longshoremen is praise- 
worthy in its unselfishness. Their secrifice of 
wages for loading war materials is relatively 
larger than the sacrifice of an extra 1 per cent 
blood dividend to the owner of nickel or smelter 
shares. 

Nor do you require to be a longshoreman to 
help discourage Japan in campaign of 
terrorism. Make a point of refusing to purchase 
any article of Japanese origin while the rape 
of China continues. It is by the sale of cheap 
Japanese textiles, toys, matches, optical goods, 
crockery, etc., that Japan is enabled to buy war 
munitions, Every time you switch a ten cent 
purchase from a Japanese manufactured article 
to an article made elsewhere, you prevent Japan 
to that extent from buying war munitions. 
Japan's weak spot is her financial impoverish- 
ment. For years over half her revenues have 
been spent on the army and navy. Her people 
are over-taxed to the point of readiness to rebel. 
She is dependent on sales of Japanese goods 
abroad for the money to buy nickel, iron, copper, 
lead, zinc, etc. Remember, when you buy a 
Japanese article you help slaughter Chinese 
non-combatants and spread fascist tyranny over 
north China.

This does not mean that you should boycott 
your Japanese tradesman, so long as he sells you 
non-Japanese goods. Like the majority of the 
Japanese people he may have no sympathy with 
fascist-military master-class of Japan To 
humble people filled with the spirit of human 
brotherhood and sacrifice-—-like these foul- 
mouthed longshoremen—the moral forces of 
Christendom must look for aid in combatting the 
forces of human tyranny and greed

Ervine suggested that there was 
a lot of unofficial polygamy in existence, which 
might be explained by the heavy toll the Great 
War had taken of the manhood of the western 
world.

“Future wars may have a more equalizing 
effect, however, because airplane raids will 
destroy men and women without discrimina- 
tion,” the bishop said. 

“This would be valuable,” he added. 

The good Bishop should urge a mora! crusade 
to shoot, chloroform or drown all women and 
girls over arithmetical equation with the male 
population.
